Claims 1-20 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest having a liquid 
source communication with the liquid passageway in the nozzle such that each high velocity discharge of gas from the nozzle by the 
gas passageway draws a quantity of liquid from the liquid source into the gas passageway and discharges same at high velocity wiih 
the gas through the discharge opening.
